SEW1CKLEY 

YMCA  officials 
respond  to 

news  of  arrest

In.  the  wake  of  a  recent  story  of 
a  former  Sewickley  Valley  YMCA 
youth  director's  arrest.  Y  officials 
responded  to  questions  about  its 
hiring  policy  then  and  now. 

According  to  one  of  the  Pitts- 
burgh dailies.  Troy  Brownlow, 
who  worked  at  the  Sewickley  Y  in  : 
August  1994.  was  arrested  April" 
14,  2005,  on  charges  that  he  mur- 
dered 15-year-old  Nanine  Grimes 
of  Adams  County,  Colo.,  in  1980. 

Brownlow's  DNA  was  linked  to 
the  crime  by  the  Colorado  Bureau 
of  Investigations  after  a  blood 
sample  was  taken  upon  his 
release  from  prison  in  February 
2004  and  submitted  to  a  national* 
DNA  database. 

"There  was,  in  fact,  a 
Pennsylvania  State  Police  crimi- 
nal background  check  done  [on 
Brownlow],"  said  Dan  Koett.  the 
Y's  director  of  communications. 

Koett  also  said  Brownlow  did 
not  reveal  larceny  and  second- 
degree  burglary  convictions  pre- 
vious to  his  hiring  on  his  employ- 
ment application,  which  would 
have  indicated  a  red  flag. 

"If  something  would  have  hap- 
pened out  of  state,  it  would  not 
have  showed,"  Koett  explained  of 
the  background  check  process. 

State  Police  Trooper  Linette 
Quinn  confirmed  that  statement. 

"From  what  I  understand,  they 
are  trying  to  change  that,"  she 
said,  adding  there  are  other  ways 
potential  employees  can  get 
around  the  checks  including 
spelling  their  name  wrong  on  the 
form  or  leaving  out  a  letter  in 
their  name.5* 

Quinn  said  it  is  the  applicant's 
responsibility  to  provide  personal 
information  to  the  state  police,

Candidates  in  two  elections  for 
municipal  leadership  positions  are  mak- 
ing sure  voters  know  them  for  the  May 
17  primary. 

In  Leet  Township,  four  people  are 
running  to  fill  the  two  open  board  seats. 

Susan  Barn  ess  CD) 

Susan  Barness  is  a  graduate  of  Qua- 
ker Valley  High  School.  She  spent  sever- 
al years  working  in  importing  until 
deciding  to  devote  her  time  to  her  fami- 
ly. 

"I'm  nearly  a  lifelong  resident,  so 
I've  been  here  long  enough  have  a  clear 
picture  of  what's  going  on.  Friendly 
neighborsj  quiet  streets,  great  fire  and 
police  departments,  what's  not  to  love, 
right? 

"Except  that  it's  treated  like  a  'Sleepy 
Hollow'  little  town.  It's  time  for  us  to 
wake  up  and  insist  on  some  changes  that 
are  long  past  due." 

Barness  was  inspired  to  run  after  the 
September  flood. 

"The  board  told  residents  at  a  meet- 
ing in  January  there  was  no  money  to 
fix  the  creek,  and  it  was  out  of  their 
hands.  That  wasn't  exactly  true.  They 
could  have  applied  for  a  very  important 
Growing  Greener  grant  and  they  neg- 
lected to  apply  for  it  by  the  deadline 
date. 

"I  felt  I  needed  to  take  action  to  stop 
these  kinds  of  gross  oversights  that  hurt 
our  township.  Opportunities  like  this

shouldn't  be  overlooked." 

Barness  lives  in  the  township  with  her 
husband,  David,  and  their  two  children. 

Wayne  Hyjek  (D) 

Incumbent  Wayne  Hyjek  graduated 
from  Robert  Morris  University  with  a 
bachelor  of  science  in  accounting.  He 
ran  his  own  public  accounting  firm  for 
20  years  and  works  as  CFO  for  Joseph 
Bikowski  M.D.  Associates  (Bikowski 
Skin  Care  Center). 

Hyjek  moved  to  Leet  Township  in 
June  1985. 

"The  township  is  well  run.  Our  public 
works  employees  do  an  excellent  job  of 
keeping  the  roads  clear  in  the  winter 
and  maintaining  our  parks  and  public 
areas  in  the  summer,"  he  said. 

During  his  time  on  council,  Hyjek  is 
most  proud  of  the  installation  of  the 
playground    equipment    in  Quaker 

He  also  is  proud  of  helping  to  main- 
tain the  current  township  services  with- 
out increasing  taxes. 

He  supports  the  township  considering 
potential  consolidation  of  police  and  fire 
services  with  other  municipalities  in  the 
area. 

Hyjek  lives  in  the  township  with  his 
wife  Susann,  and  their  two  children. 

Their  opposition,  Carl  Puglia  (R)  and 
Richard  Davidson  (D),  opted  not  to 
respond  to  Herald  questions.

New  checks  screen  potential  hires 


who  then  perform  a  check  and 
release  the  results  to  the  hiring 
organization. 

Information  obtained  from 
the  state  police  Public  Infor- 
mation Office  cites  guidelines 
for  background  checks  for  state 
residents  and  non-residents. 

"Pennsylvania  law  requires 
that  teaching  applicants  who 
are  non-residents  submit  fin- 
gerprint cards  for  a  federal 
background  check,"  according 
to  inter-departmental  corre- 
spondence acquired  by  the 
Herald.  "Residents  only  submit 
to  a  state  check." 

The  correspondence  also 
states:  "There  is  also  the 
Volunteers  for  Children  Act 
that  the  FBI  will  perform  back- 
ground checks  under.  This  act 
requires  that  a  state  agency 
become  a  "Qualified  Entity'  to 
receive  the  criminal  history 
information  from  the  FBI." 

Though  the  VCA  program 
applies  only  to  state  agencies, 


the  YMCA  is  considered  a 
"qualified  entity/'  according  to 
the  Pennsylvania  Department 
of  Public  Welfare. 

This  enables  them  to  utilize 
the  FBI  fingerprinting  system 
for  all  employees. 

A  potential  worker  must  vol- 
unteer to  provide  fingerprints, 
which  are  scratinized  by  the 
FBI,  and  the  information  is 
used  to  determine  if  an  appli- 
cant is  "qualified"  or  "unquali- 
fied" according  to  the  Child 
Protective  Services  Law. 

YMCA  policy  requires  all 
applicants,  including  those  who 
apply  for  temporary  staff  posi- 
tions, to  submit  to  the  VCA 
check. 

"Our  number  one  priority  is 
the  overall  safety  and  well- 
being  of  our  members  and  pro- 
gram participants,"  Koett  said. 
"I  think  the  steps  we  go  through 
speak  to  that." 

Karen  Hailisey,  associate 


executive  director  of  programs, 
said  employees  involved  in 
youth  programs  also  partici- 
pate in  rigorous  child  abuse 
prevention  and  awareness 
training. 

Brownlow  resigned  as  the 
YMCA's  youth/teen  director 
Oct.  4,  1996,  but  Koett  said 
there  is  nothing  to  indicate  his 
reason  for  leaving. 

"My  understanding  is  that 
he  took  another  job  with  a 
YMCA  in  Arizona,"  he  said. 

Luke  Ward,  current  chair- 
man and  member  of  the  YMCA 
board  of  directors  since  the  late 
'80s,  said  he  did  not  know 
Brownlow  but  that  YMCA  offi- 
cials are  cognizant  of  recent 
events  concerning  his  arrest. 

"The  VCA  program  is  a  very 
important  step  toward  ensur- 
ing the  safety  of  children  who 
participate  in  YMCA  pro- 
grams. 

"It's  a  big  change,"  Ward 
said.  "We're  very  happy  about 
this.  We  feel  comfortable  with 
the  combination  of  federal  and 
state  [checks]."

With  practice,  community  makes  beautiful  music

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The  evening  was  fantastic  with  the 
stains  of  "Fantasia"  opening  the  pro- 
gram —  thanks  to  Joan  Murdoch,  the 
Herald's  2004  Woman  of  the  Year. 

Here  is  an  excerpt  from  her  accept- 
ance speech  at  the  Edgeworth  Club  last 
Friday  night. 

"When  David  and  I  became  empty- 
nesters.  I  picked  up  my  violin  again  and 
decided  to  take  some  lessons  —  after 
almost  40  years! 

"Looking  back  on  it  I  don't  know  how 
I  had  the  nerve  to  think  I  could  do  it.  I 
guess  I  remembered  that  distant  voice 
of  my  high  school  teacher  who  said  I 
had  'potential.' 

"Nevertheless,  playing  the  violin  is 
one  of  the  true  joys  in  my  life.  I  now  play 
in  a  little  string  ensemble  with  the 
Tuesday  Musical  Club.  I  am  in  the  back 
of  the  second  violin  section. 

"Like  most  kids  I  don't  like  practicing 
because  my  part  doesn't  sound  good  by ' 
itself.  Recently,  we  played  'Fantasia'  on 
a  theme  of  Tom  Tallis  by  Vaughn 
Williams,  and  I  can  actually  say  I  am 
sad  I  probably  won't  have  an  opportuni- 
ty to  play  it  again. 

"I  know  I  can  listen  to  it  on  my  com- 
puter, but  it  is  not  the  same  as  playing 
it.  My'  little  part  was  important  but 
doesn't  have  much  meaning  unless  it  is 
played  with  the  entire  orchestra. 

"In  fact,  the  only  way  to  make  truly 
beautiful  music  is  when  we  all  play 


together. 

"It  occurred  to  me  that  this  is  how 
our  community  works  —  the  reward  is 
in  the  doing.  Each  of  us  is  called  to  work 
that  needs  to  be  done  —  local  govern- 
ment, the  library,  our  churches,  the 
wonderful  schools  we  have  here,  741+ 
Committee,  the  Sewickley  Valley 
Historical  Society,  the  YMCA,  the  hos- 
pital —  the  list  is  endless. 

"Each  organization  is  important  in 
itself  but  has  more  value  as  part  of  the 


larger  community.  As  each  of  us  makes 
a  commitment  to  different  parts  of  this 
community,  together  we  make  good 
music  —  a  caring  community. 

"Why  do  we  do  this?  We  each  have 
our  unique  reasons  and  passions,  but 
just  like  in  an  orchestra,  each  musician 
masters  his  or  her  own  instrument." 

And  as  the  music  played,  she  added, 
"...  remember  what  beautiful  music  we 
make  together,  each  committed  to  our 
. part  in  this  caring  community."

The  Child  Health  Association  of 
Sewickley  (CHAOS)  will  present  the 
32nd  bi-annual  Sewickley  House  lour 
May  5  and  6. 

CHAOS  is  made  up  of  area  volun- 
teers dedicated  to  raising  funds  for 
children  who  need  food,  shelter,  cloth- 
ing and  healthcare. 

Their  largest  fund-raiser,  the  house 
tour  generated  $56,000  for  the  benefit  of 
Western  Pennsylvania  children  last 
year 

Featured  on  the  tour  this  year  are 
six  equally  unique  homes. 

iofin  C.  Stewart  Hoose 

"This  is  the  happy  house,"  says  Lisa 
Pegden  looking  around  the  Edgeworth 
home  she  has  shared  with  her  husband, 
Dennis,  and  their  four  children  for  the 
past  14  years. 

Built  in  1924  for  John  C.  Stewart,  this 
home  was  designed  by  the  notable 


architectural  firm  Ingham  and  Boyd. 

The  house,  created  in  the  Georgian 
Revival/Chateau-esque  style,  is  scat- 
tered with  windows  allowing  natural 
light  to  flow  through  the  home  on  sunny 
days. 

The  living  room  features  daffodil- 
yellow  paneling  and  Asian-inspired 
Brunschwig  and  Fils  fabric. 

The  office  complements  the  colors  of 
the  living  room,  with  French  blue  and 
red  Nina  Campbell  wallpaper  in  a  bee 
print,  which  creates  a  whimsical  yet 
refined  feel. 

In  the  foyer,  a  hidden  door  leads  to  a 
sunken  powder  room  tucked  under  the 
stairs.  The  walls  of  the  small  bathroom 
are  covered  with  a  bright  mural  depict- 
ing a  sunny  sky. 

The  kitchen  evokes  the  French  coun- 
tryside with  cream  and  green  inset 
cabinetry,  a  four-light  iron  chandelier, 
horizontal  blue-  and  white-striped  walls 
and  beamed  ceilings. 

Off  the  kitchen  is  a  sunken  breakfast 
nook,  which  the  Pegdens  added. 

It  has  brick  floors,  enhancing  a 
European  feel  the  owners  captured  for 
their  home  after   spending  seven 


months  living  in  Italy. 

Their  sprawling  backyard  pool  is 
lined  with  painted  blue  tile 

Upstairs,  tiny  red  ribbons  decorating 
the  hallway  wallpaper  lead  to  larger 
sweeping  ribbons  on  the  bedroom  wall- 
paper. 

The  Pegdens  lived  about  one  mile 
away  from  this  house  on  Woodland 
Lane  when  they  bought  the  home  based 
on  a  desire  to  have  more  room  for  the 
children  to  play. 

The  huge  lawn  on  the  side  of  the 
house  fulfilled  the  need.  Here,  swings 
and  play  sets  are  nestled  in  a  corner, 
leaving  the  long  stretch  of  yard  avail- 
able for  soccer  games. 

A  child  whose  family  was  new  to  the 
area  once  mistook  the  Pegdens1  prop- 
erty for  a  public  park. 

The  yard  wraps  around  the  house  to 
reveal  a  large  porch,  highlighted  by 
ornate  wrought  iron  decorations. 

The  welcoming  setup  is  perfect  for 
parties,  which  Lisa  likes  to  host  every 
Friday  in  the  summer  at  her  cozy 
home. 

"It's  not  too  big,"  she  says.  "We  live 
in  every  square  inch  of  it." 


Orchard  Glen 

A  perfect  example  of  what  happens 
when  skill  meets  style,  Osborne's 
Orchard  Glen  showcases  both  owners' 
talents. 

Built  in  1910  and  remodeled  in  1929, 
the  home  is  a  testament  to  the  handi- 
work of  owners,  Curt  and  Nancy 
Schurman,  who  own  Schurman 
Kitchens  and  the  Porcupine  needle- 
point shop  respectively. 

Upon  entering  the  home,  the  eyes 
immediately  pan  left  as  a  vibrant  red 
wall  beckons  a  guest  into  the  living 
room. 

Inspired  by  an  Oriental-style  fan  -.  he 
purchased  in  California,  Nancy  filled 
the  room  with  reds  that  provide  a  dra- 
matic backdrop  for  her  intricate 
needlepoint  work. 

The  white  mantel,  designed  and 
installed  by.  Curt,  offers  another  focal 
point,  where  the  red  fan  is  displayed. 

Because  of  its  arts  and  crafts  style, 
the  home  is  done  in  very  basic  lines.

The  owners  built  the  house  over  four 
years  while  they  lived  just  a  few  feet 
away  in  a  smaller  home.  To  achieve 
their  goal  of  making  the  home  look  like 
it  had  alv/ays  been  located  in  the 
Sewickley  Heights  woods,  the  owner,  a 
contractor,  worked  with  his  two  broth- 
ers, one  an  architect  and  one  a  land- 
scaper, to  create  a  new  home  with 
shades  of  the  past. 

Making  this  home  unique  are  the  10- 
feet  high  ceilings  and  doors  made  to 
custom  fit  the  height  lined  with  beauti- 
ful white  molding. 

A  formal  living  room  decorated  with 
a  family  portrait  and  Argentinian  art 
leads  to  a  bright  sunroom,  amplified  by 
its  purple-  and  pink-hued  walls  and  fur- 
niture. 

The  house  is  full  of  cherry  wood, 
including  the  room-spanning  shelves  in 
the  living  room. 

The  kitchen,  done  by  Schurman 
Kitchens,  is  beautiful  yet  functional, 
with  a  large  island  giving  the  owners 
opportunity  to  entertain  while  cooking. 

In  the  dining  room,  a  guest's  eyes 
are  pulled  upward  by  the  patterned 
wallpaper  lining  the  beamed  ceiling. 

The  home  has  a  finished  gameroom, 
which  makes  traveling  out  for  enter- 
tainment obsolete.  The  walls  are  still 
10-feet  high  and  hang  over  a  big-screen 
television,  a  pool  table  and  an  air  hock- 
ey table. 

The  exercise  room  is  made  special 
by  two  white  French  doors,  which  the 
owner  rescued  from  his  childhood 
home. 

Upstairs,  a  girl's  suite  is  cheery  with 


light  yellows  and  greens  accenting  the 
walls,  bedding  and  furniture.  The  boy's 
suite  is  decorated  with  thick  stripes  of 
alternating  beige  and  brown  paint  on 
the  walls. 

Though  the  home  is  situated  just 
outside  Sewickley  Heights  Borough 
Park,  its  own  backyard  provides  acres 
of  space,  whether  for  planting  a  peren- 
nial garden  or  resting  on  the  large 
stone  porch,  which  the  owner  brightens 
up  each  spring  with  lush  flowers. 

The  pond  is  stocked  with  goldfish 
and  is  the  occasional  resting  spot  for  a 
blue  heron.  In  this  sprawling  yard,  the 
owners  have  spotted  a  red  fox  frolick- 
ing on  the  grounds.

grand  19th  century  manse  now  home  to 
a  remarkable  collection  of  internation- 
al art,  artifacts  and  furniture.

restored  by  the  current  owners.  Glazed 
walls,  a  warm  palette  and  touches  such 
as  a  stone  fireplace  in  the  kitchen 
afford  an  old-world  feel.  The  owners 
have  achieved  the  perfect  balance  of 
"wow"  and  "welcome." 

m  At  17  Beaver  St.,  the  eco-friendly, 
contemporary  home  was  formerly  a 
doctor's  office.  After  extensive  renova- 
tions and  additions,  it  is  now  the  per- 
fect dwelling  for  a  fun-loving  and 
adventurous  family.  Features  include 
iron  railings,  a  gourmet  kitchen  and 
extraordinary  outdoor  living  spaces. 

M  Sewickley  Heights  History  Center, 
situated  on  its  33-acre  park,  also  will  be 
part  of  this  year's  tour.  Visitors  will 


learn  about  the  lifestyles  of  residents 
during  the  late  1800's  and  early  1900's.

"PMT  has  given  me  so  many 
opportunities  to  do  different 
roles  and  shows,"  she  says.

Quaker  Valley  girls  claim  seven  golds 


Senior  Claire  Shorail  leads 
Lady  Quakers  with  four  golds, 
anchors  400  relay  team

The  Quaker  Valley  Track  and 
Field  Team  was  well  represented 
at  the  Midwestern  Athletic 
Conference  championships  last  week  at 
Mars  High  School. 

The  girls'  team  accounted  for  seven 
Quaker  golds,  with  senior  Claire  Shorail 
claiming  four. 

Shorail  took  the  400  with  a  time  of 
1:00.05,  set  a  meet  record  in  the  800  at 
2:21.69,  won  the  triple  jump  at  33-4  1/4 
feet  and  anchored  the  1600  relay  with 
Eryn  Correa,  Rachel  Thaw  and  Amy 
Dominguez. 

The  girls  recovered  from  a  mishap 
when  Correa  stepped  on  the  heel  of 
Thaw's  foot  during  the  baton  hand  off. 
Thaw  struggled  to  keep  her  shoe  on  but 
ended  up  running  much  of  the  distance 
with  only  one  shoe  as  the  other  flew  into 
the  air. 

"She  went  60  or  70  meters  trying  to 
keep  her  shoe  on,"  head  coach  Jerry 
Veshio  said.  "I've  never  seen  anything 
like  it." 

Shorail  made  up  lost  time  in  the  final 
sprint. 

"Actually,  it  was  completely  unex- 
pected," Shorail  said  of  her  success  in 
two  events.  "I  don't  generally  run  the 
races  I  ran." 

Veshio  moved  Shorail  into  the  400 
and  the  triple  jump  and  took  her  off  the 
1600,  having  a  strong  core  of  distance 
runners. 

"I  told  her  late  last  week  I  was  going 
to  pull  her  out  of  the  mile,"  Veshio 
explained.  "I  pretty  much  knew  if  I  put 
her  in  the  400,  she  would  win  it." 

"She  is  a  real  team  player." 

And  the  Quaker  girls  proved  them- 
selves a  seriously  cohesive  unit  in  the 
distance  and  relay  events. 

CoiTea  picked  up  first  in  the  3200 
relay  with  Ali  Shorail,  Amy  Dominguez 
and  Katie  Rodgers,  and  placed  third  in 
the  800. 

"I  was  happy  with  my  800  time," 
Correa  said.  "It's  taken  me  four  years 
to  realize  I  can  hurt  pretty  badly  early 
on  and  still  do  well.  I've  learned  a  lot  in 
four  years." 

"Eryn  has  been  a  tremendous,  gifted 
athlete,"  Veshio  said,  noting  the  senior's 
rapport  with  her  teammates  and  other 
students.

Senior  distance  run- 
ner exhibits  versatility, 
competing  in  the  400 
relay  and  triple  jump

It's  not  too  often  an  athlete 
like  Claire  Shorall  comes 
along,  and  her  coaches 
realized  that  last  week  when 
Shorall's  talent  was  exploited 
superbly  to  earn  the  Lady 
Quakers  four  gold  medals  at 
the  Midwestern  Athletic 
Conference  Track  and  Field  Championships. 

Shorall,  a  senior  distance  runner,  stepped 
up  to  claim  golds  in  the  400  (her  first  competi- 
tive 400)  and  triple  jump. 

"She  wanted  to  run  the  mile  and  beat  the 
competition,"  QV  head  coach  Jerry  Veshio 
said,  "and  when  you  run  against  people  like 
that,  you  do  better." 

Regardless,  Shorall  ran  the  400  instead  and 
proved  Veshio's  blueprint  for  success  taking 
first  place  with  a  time  of  1 : 00.05. 

"It  was  exciting,"  Shorall  said  of  QV's  suc- 
cess. "The  400  is  not  my  event,  but  the  coach 
felt  if  I  ran  the  400,  that  would  be  an  opportu- 
nity to  score  some  points  for  us.  Our  distance 
team  is  so  strong,  we  felt  we  could  handle  the 
loss." 

"I'm  not  used  to  being  put  in  the  category  of 
a  sprinter." 

Shorall  was  also  not  used  to  being  put  in  the 
category  of  a  triple  jumper,  but  she  came 
through  with  the  gold  in  that  event  also  with  a 
distance  of  33-4  1/4  feet. 

"I  do  the  triple  jump  for  enjoyment,"  she 
said.  "The  coach  thought  maybe  I  could  get  a 
point  or  two  at  that." 

She  got  10  points  and  a  gold. 

Shorall  also  dusted  the  competition  in  the 
800,  what  she  considers  her  hallmark  event, 
and  set  a  new  meet  record  with  a  time  of 
2:21.69. 

She  beat  the  record  set  by  former  teammate 
Maxine  Markfield  two  years  ago. 

"Maxine  and  I  were  training  partners,"  she 
explained  with  evident  esteem  and  fondness  for 
Markfield.  "I  always  told  her  I  would  go  for  her 
800  time. 

"It  was  nice  to  break  that,  but  I'm  not  look- 
ing to  be  Maxine's  ghost." 

Shorall  anchored  the  400  relay  with  Eryn 
Correa,  Amy  Dominguez  and  last-minute  fill- 
in,  sophomore  Rachel  Thaw.  The  quartet  took

first  place. 

.  This  marks  the  third  consecutive  year 
Shorall  has  shored  up  medals  for  the  Lady 
Quakers  in  several  events.  And  though  she  has 
proven  a  most  viable  competitor  in  track  and 
field,  she  has  reserved  most  of  her  success  for 
academics. 

She  plans  to  attend  Rice  University  in 
Houston  next  year,  but  will  not  commit  to  track 
and  field,  though  chances  are,  she  says,  she  will 
run. 

"I  didn't  necessarily  want  to  sign  myself," 
she  explained.  "I  want  an  opportunity  to  duck 
out  if  it  gets  too  much.  I  expect  to  run  for  four 
years,  but  I  want  to  have  that  option." 

Shorall's  4.8  grade  point  average  is  evidence 
of  her  preference  for  academics.  She  has  also 
taken  six  AP  scholar  examinations,  for  a  pro- 
jected total  of  10  examinations  by  the  end  of 
this  year. 

She  earned  the  title  of  AP  Scholar  with 
Honors  as  a  junior  and  expects  to  receive  that 
award  again.  ^ 

She  plans  to  major  in  biomedical  engineer- 
ing. 

Quaker  Valley  will  lose  a  Quaker  Quill  editor 
and  a  National  Honor  Society  member,  aside 
from  one  of  their  most  talented  runners  in 
years,  but  Shorall  says  she  expects  to  return  to 
the  area  after  school. 

"I  don't  plan  to  spend  my  life  in  Texas,"  She 
said. 

"I  just  wanted  to  find  schools  that  fit  me.  It's 
not  necessarily  that  I  wanted  to  evacuate." 

As  far  as  her  track  and  field  career  goes, 
Shorall  gives  much  of  the  credit  to  distance 
coach  David  Noyes,  who  is  also  Shorall's  cross 
country  head  coach. 

Shorall  and  other  QV  distance  runners  train 
with  Noyes  throughout  the  entire  year. 

"He  is  the  reason  we  have  the  distance  group 
we  have,"  she  said.  "He  takes  care  of  us."

For  many  peo- 
ple, updating  or 
creating  a  re- 
sumes is  one  of 
the  hardest  tasks 
involved  in  a  job 
search.  This  im- 
portant document 
is  your  first  con- 
tact with  potential 
employers.  It  high- 
lights your  back- 
ground and  skills 
and  -  if  ati  goes 
well  -  will  get  you 
invited  for  a  job  in- 
terview. Your  re- 
sumes should  look 
clean  and  be  easy 
to  read  and  under- 
stand, and  most 
especially,  should 
not  contain  any  ty- 
pographical er- 
rors. 

Following  are  a 
few  more  helpful 
hints  on  designing 
a  resume  that  will 
get  results: 

WHAT  IS  A 
RESUME,  ANYWAY? 

Before  you 
begin,  it's  impor- 
tant to  fully  under- 
stand what  a  re- 
sumes is.  A  re- 
sumes is  not  an  of- 


ficial personnel 
document,  a  job 
application  or  a 
"career  obituary," 
but  a  self-promo- 
tional document 
that  presents  you 
in  the  best  possi- 
ble light.  Its  sole 
purpose  is  to  help 
you  secure  a 
prospective  em- 
ployer's interest. 

While  a  resume 
should  contain 
your  employment 
history,  it  is  not 
about  past  jobs. 
It's  really  about 
you,  and  your  per- 
formance record 
and  what  you've 
accomplished  in 
your  career.  A 
good  resumes 
predicts  how  you 
might  perform  in 
that  desired  future 
job. 

Many  experts 
believe  that  not  in- 
cluding a  clearly 
stated  objective  is 
the  most  common 
mistake  among 
job  hunters.  Hav- 
ing a  clearly  stated 
goal  doesn't  have 
to  confine  you  if  it 


is  stated  well. 
Rather,  it  shows 
that  you  have  a 
sense  of  direction, 
something  em- 
ployers like  to  see. 

RESUME  TIPS 

What  is  the  first 
step  in  writing  a 
resumes?  Decide 
on  a  target  (or 
"job  objective") 
that  can  be  stated 
in  about  five  or  six 
words.  Anything 
beyond  that  is 
probably  "fluff," 
and  prospective 
employers  will 
sniff  it  out  in  a 


minute,  then  toss 
your  resume  in 
the  trash. 

There  are  two 
main  formats  to 
resumes:  chrono- 
logical and  func- 
tional. The 
chronological  for- 
mat is  widely  pre- 
ferred by  employ- 
ers, and  works 
well  if  you  are 
staying  in  the 
same  field  (espe- 
cially if  you  have 
been  upwardly 
mobile),  if  you  are 
changing  fields 
and  you  are  sure  a 
skills-oriented  for- 


mat would  show 
off  your  transfer- 
able skills  to  bet- 
ter advantage,  a 
more  functional 
design  may  be 
better  for  you. 

If  you  don't 
have  any  experi- 
ence in  the  field 
you'd  like  to  pur- 
sue, try  to  find  a 
place  that  will  let 
you  do  some  vol- 
unteer work  right 
away.  You  only 
need  a  brief,  con- 
centrated period 
of  volunteer  train- 
ing (for  example, 
one  day  a  week 


for  a  month)  to 
have  at  least 
some  experience 
to  put  on  your  re- 
sumes. Also,  look 
at  some  of  the  vol- 
unteer work  you 
have  done  in  the 
past  and  see  if  any 
of  that  helps  doc- 
ument some  skills 
you  will  need  for 
your  new  job.
